Coal Companies Seem to Hav* th« 


Better of the Struggle, No Difficulty 
Being Experienced In Filling the 
Places of the Strikers. 
V."ilkesbarr», Pa., June 3.—The order 


of. the United Mine Workers ,of Amer- 
ic4, calling out on strike all engineers, 
firemen and pumpmen employed at 
collieries where the eight-hour work- 
day with present wages was not grat- 
ed, went into effect jesterday, and, 
as has been predicted, a majority of 
the men obeyed the .order. Neither 
side can claim a victory at this time 
because the- struggle-on this phase 
of the aoth'-aeite coal miners' strike 
has just opened. There was only a 
partial showing of strength. The real 
test of whether or nor the mine pumps 
shall be manned began., today. Al- 
though a majority of the men quit 
work. 
the 
companies, 
generally 


speaking, succeeded in keeping their 
pumps ia operation. The operators 
feel that at present they have the ad- 
vantage, but they are not so sanguine 
pf the future 
The exact number of 


men who quit work yesterday cannot 
be obtained. Each side refuses .to 
make public their figures, but gave qut 
information that roughly estimates 
.the number of men affected. These 
estimates are far apart. 


National President Mitchell, of the 


Miners' TJaion, gave out a statement 
Yesterday, in which he said: 
"Re- 


ports received from every important 
mining community indicate-that where 
the eight-hour day has no£ been con- 
ceded full SO per cent of the firemen, 
pumpmen and engineers have ceased 
work. The number will b& materially 
increased tomorrow. In some sections 
mine foremerthave positively declined 
to perform the work of engineers, fire^ 
men and ptnni/oien. In some places 
foremen have manned the pumps, and 
clerks hav^ also been required to per- 
form this, labor., A perfect army of 
irresponsible men have been employed 
by the coal companies to act as coal 
and iron policemen. The .services of 
these men aVe unnecessary and their 
presence unwarranted. 
There have 


been no violations of law by mine 
workers, and I am sanguine there will 
be no overt acts on the part of the 
strikers." 


On the other hand, a mining official 


of one of the largest coal companies 
who received accurate information 
from the entire coal belt, made this 
statement: "President Mitchell's esti- 
mate is "too high. We. have received 
figures from all our collieries and the 
general superintendents of all the 
other coal companies., but they are 
not to be given out, as it v-ould not 
be policy to reveal our -weak spots or 
to betray our strongholds as far as 
they relate to the collieries individu- 
ally." 


J. F. Mullahy, state secretary-treas- 


urers of thg Stationary Firemen's 
Union, last riight issued, a statement, 
in tirhich he said: "Reports received 
at headquarters from ail districts in- 
Hicate that the firemen have obeyed 
the strike order almost to a man, and 
no doubt within the next 24 hours 
every fireman within our jurisdiction 
will fall into line unless an eight-hour 
day is grantee!" 


More Pumpmen Strike. 


, Wilkesbarre, Pa., June -1.—Tcsre 
were no developments or incidents 
of special mention in the anthracite 
coal miners' strike yesterday. The 
mine workers tried hard to bring out 
additional engineers, firemen and pcmp 
runners, aiui the companies were 
equally earnest in their efforts to lold 
the employes that hare been loyal to 
them.

PEACE TREATY SIGNED 


War In South Africa Ended Aftar 


Nearly Three Years' Fighting. 


London, June 2.—Peace has been de- 


clared after near«y two years and eight 
months of a war which tried the Brit- 
ish empire to its utmost and wiped the 
Boers from the list of nations. 


The war has come to an end with 


Lord Kitchener's announcement from 
Pretoria that he, Lord Milner and the 
Boer delegates had signed t "terms of 
surrender." This announcement had 
been anticipated for several days, and 
it was definitely forecasted in these dis- 
patches, but its receipt yesterday after- 
noon took the nation by surprise, as 
everybody had confidently believed 
that the house of commons would hear 
the first news today. The edge of the 
anticipation with "which Great Britain 
awaited the promised statement in the 
house of commons from Mr. Balfour, 
the government leader, was still fur- 
ther dulled by the following message 
from King Edward to his people, wmch 
was issued after midnight: 


''The king has-.received the welcome 


news of the cessation of hostilities In 
South Africa with infinite satisfaction, 
and his majesty trusts that peace pay 
speediiy be followed by the restoration 
of prosperity in his new dominions, and 
that the feelings .necessarily engender- 
ed by war -will give place, to^ earnest 
co-operation on the part cf his majs- 
ty's South African subjects in promot- 
ing the' welfare af their common coun- 
try." 


At about one o'clock yesterday after- 


noon the war office received the fol- 
lowing despatch from Lord Kitchener, 
dated Pretoria, Saturday, May 31, 11.15 
P. M.: "A document concerning terms 
of surrender was signed here,this even- 
ing at half-pas^ 10 o'clock by all. the 
the Boer representatives, as well as by 
Lord Milner and myself."

Daring Scientists Stood on Very Edge 


o* the Crater, 


Fort de F"-aace, June 4. — George 


Kennan, accompanied by Messrs. Jac- 
caci and Yariaii, arrived here yester- 
day morning alter an absence of 12 
days. 
Prof. Angelo 
HeUprin, presi- 


dent of the Philadelphia Geographical 
Society, and Mr. Leddbetter reached 
Fort de France this morning. 


Professor Heilpnii. Ttir. Keiman and 


Mr. Yarfan have ascended Mont Pelee. 
They stpod on the very edge of the 
crater, and looked down on the Incan- 
descent mass within. This ascent was 
mace last Sunday, and it was the sec- 
ond time Professor Keilprin climbed 
the mountain. 


In an interview Mr. Kennan said: 


"Five of us started for the crater of 
the volcano last Sunday, and three of 
us reached our objective. We crossed 
Lake Palmiste. which Is now dry and 
full of boulders and huge, ragged rocks 
of trachyte, rhyolite and andeaite. We 
then climbed on up and reached the 
edge of the crater. We found it to be 
a huge chasm or crevasse, with per- 
pendicular walls. Y»~e could see down 
into the crater more than 150 feet; it 
was like looking into a white hot fur- 
nace. The chasin opens out towards 
St. Pierre, b«t the enormous columns 
of steam cut off the view in that di- 
rection. There were hundreds of 
funiaroles all about us. What was 
thought to be a cone of cinders in the 
crater was learned in reality to be a 
huge pile of gigantic rocks, piled up 
one on the ether. There were crusts 
of sulphur ever3*where, but we saw no 
ashes or cinders in or near the crater. 
The whole, vast bed of the old crater 
and cf Lake 
Palmiste is emitting 


steam through thousands o? crevices." 


Mont Pelee is quist, but great vol- 


umes of steara are issuing from the 
volcano. The lower mud craters, how- 
ever, are suH pouring f^rth torrents.

A SIMPLE EXPLANATION 
OF THE 


DISTRIBUTION OF LIFE.

In modern times as well as in an- 


cient times many animals have great- 
ly extended the areas in which they 
live. 


The milk-weed buitevfly is axi Amer- 


ican insect. In about the year 1845 
it first appeared in the Hawaiian Is- 
lands. At about the same time its 
special food plant appeared and be- 
came a troublesome weed. This but- 
terfly soon spread over many of the 
Pacific islands, following the spread 
-of its food-plant. 


It has also extended eastward to 


Bermuda, and is sometimes found in 
England and France. In this case 
the dispersal has been aided by com- 
raerce; for the seeds o£ tae food-plant 
as wei! as the eggs, or young of the 
butterfly, were doubtless transported 
in cargoes by ships. It is interesting 
to note, however, that the animal fol 
lows the spread of the piant on which j 
its larva lives. 
• 


The Colorado beetle, which was first j 


described in 1824, was then found only : 
in the neighborhood of 
the 
Rocky \ 


mountains. Its food then was a wild 
• 


plant, the sand-burr. "When the pota- i 
toe in Its westward journey reached j 
this beetle the insect eagerly adopted ;

m distribution. 


As shown by the cases just describ- 


ed, dispersal is often brought about by 
<;haEges in food. Indeed, most of the 
•wanderings of animals are doubtless 
prompted by some impulse connected 
with food suppiy. 


Other causes, however, like pres- 


sure by enemies, change In climate, 
overcrowding, perhaps even the curio- 
sity of the animals themselves, have- 
been instrumental in bringing about 
migrations. 


The regular migrations of birds, dur- 


ing which 
many thousands of our 


common birds travel half the length 
of a continent in a rew weeks, or pos- 
sibly in a few days, or the somewhat 
similar migration of fish, have not yet 
been fully explained. 


Rivers, seas and sometimes moun- 


tains, have often prevented some of 
the animals of a region from getting 
far away from their home areas. These 
restricted' animals often characterize 
a region. 


In. a somewhat arbituary manner 


naturalists have divided the surface 
of the earth into areas of distribution, 
for greater convenience in studying 
the causes which have brought our 
present faunas to their present places. 
These areas are often shown by maps. 


The ocean is a barrier which land 


animals seldom cross. Because of 
this, islands far from continents have 
both a fauna and a flora differing from 
that of the nearest mainland, and dif- 
fering also from one another. Frogs 
and toads are not found on oceanic 
islands, because salt water has pre- 
vented their migration to these places. 


Bats, birds and 
butterflies may, 


however, overcome more easily the 
barrier of the sea. and make their 
homes on these islands. Some large 
islands, like New Zealand, show faunas 
curiously reseinblingthe ancient faunas 
of Europe or America. Doubtless, in 
such cases, the barrier of the sea has 
preserve* the ancient life by prevent- 
ing the incoming of strong invaders. 
Because of facts like these, island 
faunas are of great importance to zoo 
logists. 


Other regions of the eartu may re- 


semble islands in their animal life be- 
cause they are surrounded by barriers 
which certain species cannot cross. 
Thus, the part of a river above a cata- 
ract will have antiquate animals dif- 
ferent from those below the falls. 


Most artic animals perish 
when 


brought to southern climates. Ani- 
mals living in the low lands of equa- 
torial regions cannot live on the high- 
lands. Thus heat and altitude may 
prove as "effective barriers as the sea 
itself in isolating species. All over 
the world there are tracts character- 
ized by the presence or absence of cer- 
tain plants or animals. 


Whenever an animal wanders into 


an unfamiliar region differing from its 
original habitat, we wish to know what 
causes operated to bring about the. 
change of location, how the animal 
supports its life under the new condi- 
tions, whether it is likely to extermi- 
nate or reduce the number of any of 
the original inhabitants of the locality, 
and, finally, whether its own structure 
will be gradually modified to adapt 
itself better to the new conditions of 
life. 


In regard to many cases of change 


of dwelling place these questions: "iave 
been answered.

so disappear by the process of natural 
selection. 


At first thought it might seem as if 


insects ha«! been fitted from the start 
for their peculiar mode of life. But a 
little "reflection must show that many 
of these adaptations, however ingeni- 
ous they may seem, are really very

The fact that 
all aquatic- Insects have tracheae ad- 
mits of no reasonable explanation un- 
less we assume that these insects are 
descended irusi air-breathing ances- 
tors. 


Such ancestors may have entered 


the water in search oE food, or to es- 
cape enemies. In either case, those 
whose tracheae were best fitted to 
use the air dissolved in the water sur- 
vived, while their kindred perished. 


The obvious inference from 
the 


facts of distribution is that the great 
majority of animals now inhabiting the 
world have become adapted to their 
present environment through gradual 
changes in structure. 


It is doubtless true iliot the pres- 


ent distribution of a species has re- 
sulted from the conditions of its past 
distribution, even to 
the 
remotest 


times. Thus time becomes an impor- 
tant factor in the study of animal life. 
This is especially so if it be true that 
natural selection has operated 
in 


bringing about other changes, just as 
it has in altering the color of butter- 


Distributfcn in time is often calleu 


geological distribution. 
Indeed, 
to 


really understand an -animal structure 
we need to study not only its present 
ways, bat also the history 
of the 


struggles of its ancestors. 


In one way. or another, habits, 


structure, adaptations and present ancl 
past distribution are so closely con- 
nected 'that while studying one we 
must study all.—New York Journal

The surfaces of 
bodies exposed to such a wind are 
scon pitted. In a great gale in 1S99 
a single night sufiicied to convert the 
window panes of the life saving sta- 
tion at Truro into ground glass. 


The question, how far can 
light 


penetrate a layer of water, and what 
is the cause of the very various colors 
of the ocean, have been studied on sev- 
eral scientific voyages during the last 
ten years. 
Transparency varies with 


the color of the water (greatest for 
blue water), the sun's altitude (great- 
est for large altitudes), the season of 
the year (greatest in winter), with the 
salinity of the water, with the temper- 
ature (greatest for low temperatures),

How Marconi Tnne». 


The note of the sound emitted by 


any instrument is dependent upon the 
period of vibration, or oscillation, of 
the instrument, which, in case of mid* 
die C. is 25fi per minute. After this

sympathy or tune. The period of vi 
bration of Marconi's electric waves 
varies, according to different condi- 
tions of capacity and self-induction,

In a syntonized receiving cir 
cuit the vertical wires, instead of ba- 
ing connected directly with one of the 
plugs of the coherer, are joined with 
one end of the primary of a small in- 
duction coil, the other end of which is 
earthed. The secondary of this in- 
duction coil is connected with the co- 
herer in combination with a suitable 
capacity corresponding to the period 
icity of the transmitting circuit- 


By this means Marconi has been 


enabled to connect two 
differently 


tuned transmitting circuits with one 
perpendicular wire and send two mes- 
sages at the same time, each message 
being received thirty miles away upon 
a single perpendicular, and passed 
down independently to its own tuned 
receiver.—The Century.
